'Commonwealth of Tomorrow' 
Is A ttacked by the Socialists 

ll<> says the Government proposed by Socialism Is not. unwieldy ; 
thai the problem or distribution of the products or labor Ls not such 
as destroy the iniiMtrtaucc of ab dishing prixute properly mill collec- 
tive oH-iiership of the means of production, these granted will allow 
the problem to be brought forward in due order; that no pro- 
gramme could bungle distribution like as the conditions or to-day 
do; thut the value or labour is not fixed by supply anil demanil. 
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He contended that the course in the 
university for those intending; to bo 
Into railway work had begun to Justify 
Itself. It was turning out the proper 
class of men. 

Despite many adverse criticisms at- 
tributed to some prominent railway 
men throughout the continent, the con- 
census of opinion of the practical rail- 
way men attending tho meeting last 
night, most of whom had risen to posts 
of responsibility simply through their 
own efforts and with no other trulning 
than that afforded in actual railway 
work, was the conclusion arrived at. 

"Jack," the youngest man to have 
taken part In tho discussions of the 
Montreal Hallway Club, and Is the llrst 
Student in a college railway course 
to contribute a paper. In his treat- 
ment of the subject, he quoted from 
both hostile and friendly authorities, 
the result of which was to show that 
in the last analysis the success or 
failure of tho college man In railway 
work would depend entirely on his 
own native ability and patience to ue- 
nulro ns thorough a practical training 
In the shops as the theoretic and tech- 
nical training he Itnhihed in college. 

The college training, however, was 
equivalent to giving the man with abil- 
ity a running start, and his impres- 
sion was that the technically trained 
man, given equal ability with the non- 
technlcally trained man, would forge 
ahead much more thoroughly and rap- 
idly than the hitler. The great lesson 
for tho college man to learn was that 
even though he had technical educa- 
tion, he must still start at the bottom 
In railway work, the same as the other 
apprentices, in order to acquire the 
practical side of Hie business; that he 
must co-ordinate tho theoretical and 
the practical, and, above all, he must 
possess his soul in patience and not 
expect too rapid advancement. 

I lean Adams and Professor Kay, of 
McQlll University, who participated 111 
the discussion following the reading 
of the paper, supported Mr. Hall's con- 
tention that the railway course in 
college was Justilled by results already 
apparent, (hough they claimed that as 
the course was still an experiment, 
several years must elapse before 
judgment could be passed. Contending 
that a university course, with special 
training, could not he amiss for any 
calling in life, Dean Adams remarked 
that he hoped to see the university 
some day touching every section of 
the community. 

Others present expressed the opinion 
that college men in railway work had 
been unjustly criticized In that too 
much had been expected of them. From 
the mere fact that they were profes- 
sionally trained they had been expect- 
ed to ih> things that in another man 
would not he expected except after 
years of experience. They, represent- 
ing a class numbering thousands only, 
had been unfairly compared to the few 
individuals of exceptionally native abil- 
ity who had climbed from among mil- 
lions to the very highest positions In 
the. railw ay world._ 

The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology is the first institution in 
the country to establish a course in 
the study of the mechanics of air 
navigation. Apparatus has been in- 
stalled, and the work of Instruction 
will begin at once. The primary pur- 
nose of the course is to fit men to 
design aéroplanes, nnd It is estimated 
that a year will be required to turn 
out proficient designers. It Is plan- 
ned to mnko the course practical us 
well as theoretical, and for this .pur- 
pose special lnbnrntories, air tunnels, 
etc.. in which the students may test , 
their own aeroplanes will be construc- 
ted.

Dear Sir. — 1 have perused with in- 
terest the paper submitted by Mr. Vlner 
and 1 fully appreciate the frankness 
of his statement, Viz., "for sound and 
fearless criticism of the conditions ol 
to-day, and of the organization of so- 
ciety which makes them not only pos- 
sible, but Inevitable, one must go to 
the Socialists and the Anarchists." 

Furthermore, 1 fully agree with Mr. 
Vincr's description of the apologists 
and high priests of Capitalism, other- 
wise known as political economists and 
professors us • perched upon the sum- 
mit of a mound of textbooks of ortho- 
dox political economy, ridden with fal- 
lacies and mouldy with age." 

Hut I, too, have a few comments to 
make on some of the theories of a 
pseudo-economist who has originated a 
"brilliant scheme for the commonwealth 
of to-morrow." 

I shall not touch on the cut and 
dried scheme suggested by Mr. Vlner. 
for It appears to me as a patched blan- 
ket, made up of Utopian, conservative 
and revolutionary measures, thrown to- 
gether in a chop-suey fashion (only 
less tasty), and this ho announces will 
be the next scene lu the sociological 
drama of progressive evolution. This 
scheme requires no criticism, but more 
amplification on the pari of lis origina- 
tor, and, us a false witness, give it suf- 
llclent rope, and It will hang itself. 

Hut what I do desire to comment on 
is his reference to the failure of So- 
cialism. 

The first reason for its failure is 
"because of the unwlcldlncss of so 
huge an organization as the govern- 
ment of such a state would be." This 
argument, ir so It may be called, is 
purely speculative, lacks proof and Du- 
ally is unworthy or discussion. 

DISTRIBUTION OF PRODUCTS 
OF LABOR. 

The second reason why Socialism 
fails, we are told, "because of the Im- 
possibility of llndlng any arbitrary 
rule of distribution of the product of 
labor, which would bring a pertect 
measure of Justice to all.'* 

I must admit, Mr. Editor, after read- 
ing through the objections iignllist So- 
cialism, a sigh of relief escaped from 
mo. and I felt that in spite of these 

common attacks. Socialism, like n 
good and true ship, will sail head erect 
before the tossing billows. 

It is quite true that Socialist econo- 
mists have not philosophized over bril- 
liant schemes, which Included a perfect 
system of distribution. Not that we 
have not popular theories about equit- 
able distribution, such as "from each 
according to his needs," but we recog- 
nize that distribution is but an acces- 
sory question, the principal being the 
abolition of private property and col- 
lective ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and distribution. . 

It Is ridiculous to suppose that he- 
cause Socialists do not outline definite 
and certain step* of a speculative na- 
ture, thai these questions will not lie 
solved when you get there. We fee In 
the position of the man who owns miles 
away from the water, when asked, how 
will you cross It? "Walt till 1 get 
there." he replied. We likewise, pos- 
sessing men and products, will know 
how to divide it, equitably, maybe not 
perfectly, hut as nearly so as reason 
and circumstances will direct. 

CANNOT BE MADE WORSE. 

But wc can assure all our timid 
brethren and pseudo-economists that 
no matter how wc bungle distribution 
wo cannot commit more waste, more 
misery, or more Injustice than the pre- 
sent system, based on surplus value. 
Whereby the non-producer gels a legal 
rake-off known us rent, Interest and 
profits because, as sonic would have 
us believe, due to superior 7) brains 
or ordained by Ood . 

However, though neither .Marx nor 
Kautsky nor any Socialist economist 



have stated any llxed rule they have 
given the principles which will surely 
give place to laws us Jusl as the prin- 
ciples themselves. The Socialists sans 
law, sans rule, and sans scheme be- 
lieve that "each man should have thu 
produce of his toil," that "no man shall 
fatten on his neighbour," and as proof 
of their conlidcnce ill a more equitable 
method ot distribution, hark to their 
clarion "Worklngmcn of the World 
unite, you have nothing to lose, but 
your chains and you have the World to 
gain." 

Before concluding, I feel culled upon 
to criticize a most ridiculous statement 
which, 11" 1 succeeded in refuting, will 
give a death-blow to all future pscudo- 
economsts who recklessly enter into 
fields of thought where wise men fear 
to treat. 

LABOR AS MEASURE OF VALUE. 

H<- states. "The Socialist claims that 
labor is the source of all value, and 
with a very few exceptions, too unim- 
portant to break the rule, he is un- 
doubtedly right." This admission Is 
fully appreciated— but note, "when the 
Socialist goes further and states that 
labour Is the measure of valUP," (hero 
he makes a reference to Prof. Skelton 
—w hich is unimportant), "i^ibor is by 
no means the measure of value, for the 
value of labor Itself supply and demand 
equilibrate, each other, and therefore 
cease to act, the market price of n 
commodity coincides with Its real 
value, with the standard price, round 
Which Its market prices oscillate. 

In Inquiring into the nature of that 
value, wo have therefore nothing tit 
all to do with the temporary effects 
on markets prices of supply and de- 
mand. The same holds true of the 
prices of all other commodities. 

I fear that I have already encroach 
cd on the good-will or the editor, both 
as regards space and patience, so I'll 
conclude with a smile of satisfaction 
that Socialism hns yet to be refuted.

RUSKIN'S 

VIEW OF ART 



Art is but one of our human 
interests. 



Though art must on occasion he 
regarded as a thing apart, regarded 
by Itself — arl, us Hie saying is, for 
the urt's sake yet such a conception of 
it is but a partial conception, and In- 
sisted upon too far readily becomes 
misleading and fatal. Since Buskin's 
time It has been so insisted on often, 
and the fripperies, or worse than frip- 
peries, which have resulted are un- 
speakable. To pu t It plainly: Art Is 
but one of our human interests, and 
these interests, all of them, are ulti- 
mately inseparable, Interdependent. The 
artist after nil Is primarily a man. and 
In so far as ho seueratcs himself from 
the common duties and principles of 
his fellow men, ha does them wrong, 
nnd himself irreparable damage; Clear- 
ly did Kuskin this, strenuously did he 
insist on it. It is one simple way of 
putting what was indeed the found- 
ation of his touching. And though part- 
ly, It may be allowed, through his own 
fault, partly through much brilliant 
impertinence In later artists and crit- 
ics who have scorned him, the vital 
truth I here touch upon hns lost hold 
on us, nnd Buskin's teaching of It 
been flouted; yet in time we shall 
return to the truth, I am well assured, 
nnd be eager once again to give his 
due honor to this the most eloquent, 
the most powerfu' and stimulating ot 
Its prophets.- — Selwyn Image.

One would think 
that in an age when slang is tolerated 
s.) freely, the engineer,, trained in hab- 
its of accuracy, would set an example 
in the use of clear-cut, precise mn- 
tetlOOS conforming to the fundamental 
laws of bis tongue, 'but this Is true 
only to u degree; there is still a great 
deal ol room for improvement. Bo;!i 
engineers and contractors must real- 
ize thai their only effective adcertise- 
me:,i in in a lucid description of iheir 
work, their style free from ambiguities 
and othci shortcomings. It Is In ihe 
Iwst interest of us all to aim at u 
higher standard in this direction, both 
for ourselves and the next generation. 
Th; subject. Is called in mind by an 
al'la editorial in the 1-Mtmncial Times, 
from which we extract the following: 

"The English currently used In busi- 
ness correspondence in tills country 
is an unmitigated outrage, not only 
upin nil the cations of literature, but 
niso upon all the dictates of common- 
sense It Is not for us to condemn it 
bcciiUM' It is not beautiful -a business 
letter, to fulfil the purpose of Its ex- 
istence, does not have to he beautiful— 
wc condemn It because it is mean- 
ingless, obscure, indefinite, crammed 
with technical-sounding, hut inappli- 
cable phrases, weighted down with 
clause upon clause so carelessly tack- 
ed together that the structure and 
meaning of the whole arc completely 
InviMbll, Hundreds and thousands ol 
men of tho shrewdest business Insight 
and keenest Judgment fail miserably 
when it becomes necessary to com- 
municate what is in their minds to 
some other party in a sheet of office 
notepaper. Unit the tearing up and 
down the country that fills our Pull- 
man cart; and prematurely greys the 
hair of our commercial magnates ls the 
result of their instinctive iltstrust of 
th-îlr own ability to explain themselves 

by correspondence. A vast number of 
th'mi sketch their Ideas vaguely to a 
trusted stenographer who has a goon 
general Idea of the workings of their 
minds, and leave it to ner (or to him) 
to elaborate the final expression; but 
such stenographers are hard to get 
and hard to keep, because the average 
stenographer's Ignorance of English Is 
second only to that of the average 
business man, 

"There is not .sufficient value attach- 
ed to a knowledge of the English 
language. One reason for the high uv- 
erage of success attained by newspaper 
reporters xvhn leave that vocation for 
commercial or financial careers Is the 
fact that they have been engaged for 
a time at least in the one business 
in the country in which the use of 
Kngllsh (poor it may be, but still Eng- 
lish) Is an essential function. For a 
year or t'.x-o they have been obligea 
to express ideas in intelligible words. 
We hope some day to nee the art oi 
expression restored to its proper place 
as one of the prime essentials of a 
business education. By that time, of 
course, a 'business education' will be 
something entirely different from the 
preposterous cramming with crude 
technical fads which now usually 
pusses under the appellation."

Charles Lamb has convinced a cred- 
ulous world that many of Its pet be- 
liefs are irrnundless. No one In this 
enlightened sge would think of bo- 
lleving that "enough Is as good as a 
feiiHt." or that there ia any nane rea- 
son f«r rising with the lark. There 
In one. saying, however, which he did 
not refute, and il I» this sayitiK which 
I wish to prove .should no a popular fal- 
lacy: if It I» not one already. 

This saying i«. "When a. man does 
not know- how tn do anything then he 
turn!) to lenchlnf?." Consider this say- 
ina ns It stands as applying to man, 
and man only. As such I have no 
quarrel with It, for In this significance 
it is merely a dead letter. What man 
is there ready to take unto himself 
the proviso "he does not know how to 
do anything'.'" I certainly never met 
one. Vet we do find men Leaching. 
There must (hen he some other reason 
to Induce them to enter upon this pro- 
fession. 

Hut tills same proverb has been 
worded, "When u. woman docs not know 
how to do nnythlng. she turns to 
teaching." Now. possibly because my 
experience has been wider, I have met 
some few girls who admitted "I don't 
know how to do anything," and these 
same girls have in some rases become 
teachers. But does this prove the suy- 
ing true'.' For one moment, ladles and 
gentlemen, consider the seriousness 
of the consequences involved. Out of 
the 37* women graduates of McGlll, 
106, I.e., B2 1-2 per cent., have become 
teachers. Of the 118 now In attend- 
ance I fear an even larger proportion 
have their minds fixed upon this vo- 
cation. Am we then to draw the con- 
clusion that over one naif of our col- 
lege students answer to the qualifica- 



tion "She does not know how to do 
nnythlng?" Never! We dare not, at 
any rate lu a woman's college make 
the rash statement that when a woman 
does not know how to do anything she 
turns to teaching. 

Facts, then, prove the argument un- 
tenable In Individual application. Still, 
the appeal merely to common sense 
Is not always held conclusive. Exam 
tne the proverb as a general state- 
ment by the clear cold light of rea- 
son. 

"When a man, etc." Docs not know- 
how to do anything, mark you. lie 
has then the whole range of choice 
before him; every occupation has an 
equal chance for he can do none. 

What then arc the qualities which 
the incapable will demand in his pro- 
fession? First, It must offer u good 
salary; Second, It must he cusy ; 
Third, it must be pleasant. We need 
not linger over the first. The small- 
ness of our teachers' salaries Is a 
notorious and deplorable fae.L 1'iuss 
on to the second and third. Here 1 
speak of that whereof I know: for 
Uiree weeks, three vast ages \ I 
spring. I acted In the capacity of a 
substitute teacher, and it Is from the 
depths of that hitter nnd agonizing 
experience that' I speak. For five, six 
or seven hours, five days in Ihe week 
yon must stand with every nerve on 
edge, every perception on the utmost 
stretch while by sheer force of will, 
napping your vitality to the dregs 
you strive to control 60 and odd child - | 
ren, each with an individual and sep- 
arate want. , 

While you, deluded wretch, strive to 
teach tih«m the intrkacloa of English 
grammar or the hopeless complexities 
of long division — It is you nro held re- 
sponsible if the principal finds tho 



room In an uproar; you who niusil 
get thorn through examinations. No. 
ladles and gentlemen, when a man j 
cannot do anything he need not turn ! 
to leaching for un easy and pleasant 
Job. 

Finally, consider the question from I 
Its othf r view. Every one admits, and ! 
the belief Is growing yearly stronger, 
that the education of the young is 
the most Important factor In the social 
problem. Do we then wish to entrust 
our children to incapables? The task 
is not easy and pleasant— but it is 
of the vastest Importance, nnd as such 
It becomes Inspiring to those who are 
fitted for It. He who hns the vocation 
may find the task even pleasant. Hut 
he Is not the man who does not know 
how to do anything. It is the man 
who can do everything, nnd who in 
addition has the divine gift of second 
sight, so that he can look beyond the 
present, beyond the \-ery much pre- 
sent troublesome stupid child, to that 
soul which lies bidden Within, aa In tine 
Vrlnce Itoyul. It la only by passing 
OUtsidç the preaont 'Miat teaching In- 
comes bearable, but If you can get 
a glimpse of this "vision splendid," it 
might well become almost sublime. 

Hut can you lmnglnc this xyjll ever 
be granted to the man or woman who 
turns to teaching only as a last re- 
sort when he can do nothing? And 
can that man or Woman ever becomo 
a competent teacher without it? 

From every consideration, there- 
fore, members of the D. S. So- 
ciety, for your own good and for the 
good of mankind, do not turn to teach- 
ing unless you feel that is your path 
In life. Do not ruin your own life, 
and harm those of Ihe children put In 
your chnrgo, by believing that "when 
a man cannot do anything then he 
must turn to teaching." 



"Common-sense In Law." By p r bf 
Paul Vlnogradof!'. D.C.I... LL.D. (Homq 
University Library). Pp. ^S; 35 cents 
Toronto: Win. Hrlggs. 

In un earlier volume of the "Home 
University Library," prof. W. si. Gel- 
dart, of Oxford, presented an outline 
or the actual position of English law 
—Its provisions, leading ideas, and u d- 
nilnlst ration. In the present book, 
Prof. Vlnogradoff-perhaps the best- 
known academic authority In the West- 
ern world In the field of jurisprudence 
- sets out for the general reader a 
hltds-rye view of the elements of the 
science or philosophy of law In ccn- 
cral. 

He shows, in the first place, the in- 
terest of every cltlscn— a material ns 
well as an Intellectual interest-- in at 
least a superficial knowledge of the 
rules of conduct which human societies 
gradually produce for the preservation 
ol order and Intercourse. Laws arc not 
the only such rules; there nre also rules 
of fashion, custom, morality. In what 
pense can It be said that "legal duties 
ate more obligatory than moral du- 
ties ? Evidently, the two are closely 
connected: yet they must be distin- 
guished In theory and practice. The 
question leads, In fact, to a series of 
stimulating and enlightening discus- 
sions, In course of which we learn 
much as to the place of "tacts and 
acts" In law, législation, custom, Judi- 
cial precedents, equity, and "the law 
of Nature." 

I'rofessor Vinogradov is no pedant. 
The everlasting pursuit of scientific dis- 
tinctions hns not killed In him the broad 
human sympathies characteristic of 
the twentieth century. Me will have 
nothing nf the Austinian formulae, 
which base law on coercion; nnd he 
will have no laughing at the rosy vision 
of a "Jaw of reason and nature." Look- 
ing out upon the world we live in, he 
sees "a widely-spreading conviction thai 
existing systems of law are getting out 
of touch with fundamental require- 
ments of modern society." Certain 
modern followers of Kant, "though 
granting that a law of nature as a set 
of perennial rules does not exist, con- 
tend thai every ago ought to have its 
own law of nature, or rather. Its own 
'right law,' by the side of lis positive 
law. That is, they maintain that rules 
of positive law have to Justify their ex- 
istence by reference to standards set 
up by the Philosophical doctrine ot the 
age." 

"So, when it was thought to be done 
wiin, ah old and powerful conception 
may be reborn to good purpose. If ev- 
ery man In our country who had to 
share in the administration of law dur- 
ing the next few years could he induced 
first to read this little book, and I'rofes- 
sor Oeldart's earlier treatise, what an 
access of knowledge, wisdom, and mag- 
nanimity we should sec! Law would 
then, indeed, become la gtorilled com- 
mon-sense.

In Olden Days in Englnnd, 
stringent Rules Prevailed iù 
Matters of Dress. 



Arbitrary customs as to what should 
be worn, on certain occlusions, iw ,d what 
not to wear on other occasions arc 
exercising an ever decreasing Influence 
on the men and women of to-dav 
Freedom from laws laid down as to 
the "right thing," where no point of 
right exists, is gaining ground in this 
age, where sanity is struggling to pre- 
vail over the minor as well as over 
the major things. of life, It im S not 
been necessary for many years, even 
tor the most punctilious in matters 
sartorious, to trouble about the exact 
style of costume to be worn on any giv- 
en occasion, for he world goes mom ns 
It pleases, and there Is less censorship 
In such affairs of small Importance. 

Some of the queer arbitrariness of 
custom in the past is pointed out by S. 
L H. in the "Dally News and Loader'' 
(London I. who says that one finds in 
the history of the Inns of Court that 
many most stringent orders were laid 
down in regard to dress, deportment 
walk and conversation, for barrister* 
and others several centuries ago.

Henry VIII. there was an order made 
that the gentlemen of this company tin- 
ner Temple), should reform themselves 
in their eut or disguised apparel, and 
not to have long beards." The authori- 
ties appear to have faced this difficul- 
ty, for It ls on record that "for their 
better regulation of apparel, It was or- 
dered in 30 Eliz. that if any fellow In 
commons or lying In the House did 
xvenr either hat or cloak | n the Temple 
Church. Hall, buttery, kitchen, or at 
the buttery bar, dresser, or In the car- 
don, he should forfeit for ex-crv such 
Offence «?. 8(1." There were further 
regulations about these gentlemen not 
going into the city with hoots and 
spurs or even cloaks or hats. 

Nor did these regulations deal onh- 
with dress and beards, as it savs • fit 
13 Henry VIII.. in their Parliament, 
held 17 Julll it was ordered that none 
of the Society should within this I louse 
exercise the play of shoffe-grotc or 
slype-grote upon pain of 6s. Sd." The 
game known as shove-groat, «hove- 
halfpenny, shovel-board, shuffle-board, 
nnd Hhox-clpenny, was n favorite pas- 
time in the fifteenth ami sixteenth cen- 
turies. Hut so far wc have not come 
across any direct allusion to trousers. 
In turning to the orders made In con- 
nection with the Middle Temple, how- 
ever, I tlnd this: "In the t ;„,d :, Philip 
and Mary it was ordered that none or 
this Society should henceforth wear any 
nre.it bryches in their hoses, made af- 
ter the Dutch, Spanish, or Almon fash- 
ion, or lawnde upon their eupps or cut 
doublets upon pain of 3s. id, forfai- 
ture for the tirst default and the sec- 
ond time to be expelled the House." 
Nor was Gray's Inn without Its order? 
Thus It was decided that "no fellow 
of the Society is to come Into Hall 
for commons, exercise or pension with- 
out his gown, or with bis hat on bl« 
head, nor stand with his hack to the 
flre."

At the Students' Assembly in Toxas 
University recently, Assemblyman 
Vaughan submitted a bill which pro- 
vides that funds received by the Stu- 
dents' Association biennially, such as 
profits from the Varsity Circus, shall 
be appropriated over a period of two 
years. The Committee on thu Ucvls- 
lon of the Constitution recommended 
the following amendment to the con- 
stitution:

(2) The Australian Ballot System 
shall be amended so as to establish 
four voting boxes in tho Academic 
Department. 

(3) The election methods of coun- 
cilman shall be changed from the viva 
voce election in class meeting to the 
Australian Ballot System. 

(4) A certain per cent, of the 
members of classes and departments 
shall be present before the meetings 
can be legal. 

A measure, Bill No. 8, was intro- 
duced to punish, at the discretion of 
the Students' Council, any student 
found guilty of disorderly conduct at 
any public meeting in Austin. 

The song book controversy has not 
been decided. A plan Is on foot to 
divide the loss among the Freshmen 
class and the upper classes. 

Another bill was proposed, provid- 
ing that tlte editors, mannglng edit- 
ors, Issue editors, and reporters shall 
receive a "T" and quill made respect- 
ively of gold, sliver, and bronze.

THINGS THEATRICAL 



It is by no means an easy matter to 
offer un adequate criticism of such a 
singular production as that of "Ty- 
phoon." presented at His Majesty's 
last night. 

For an Englishman to attempt suc- 
cessfully to impersonate n Japanese 
requires considerable ability. This, we 
feel, Mr. Irving was able to do in a 
rare wuy. With a keen sense of the 
Intricacies of the study laid upon him, 
he has Ubor.nl assiduously to properly 
interpret this character, Takeramo. 

Tho Japanese devoUon to the inter- 
ests of the Fatherland Is the predom- 
inant note. Here, we have that In- 
tense passion for the land of his fa- 
thers, leading Takeramo to strangle 
the woman he loves, because he is led 
to believe that she has deceived htm. 
And, there, we have tho youthful Jap- 
anese offering himself us the perpetra- 
tor of the crime in order that Takeramo 
may he able to complete that work for 
his own country, which constitutes his 
mission to Parts. 

One outstanding feature of the play 
is its suspense. In the second act, when 
Takeramo decided that Helene must go, 
the Intensity of passion. — not the tierce 
Impulsive outburst of the Occidental 
temperament, which gives vent to Its 
emotions on the Instant, but the slow- 
moving, cver-lncrcasing wrath of the 
Oriental, held in leash until self-con- 
trol becomes a mockery — called forth 
from Takeramo, created a profound 
Impression upon tho minds of the au- 
dience. The spectators seemed spoll- 
bound, held In a grip, by tho master- 
fulness of this man, whose convictions 
Impelled him to such a course. 

Tho udmirable way In which Miss 
Mabel Hackney, as Helene, played her 
part, is deserving of more than passing 
mention. Her vivacity and delightfully 
unconventional manner presented a 
striking rontrasl to the Impressive, dig- 
nltied and ever formal hearing of the 
Japanese. Her wlnsomo wuys and apt 
expressions were exceedingly well set 
off ugalnst the deferential demeanour 
and dlibcratc utterance of the Orientals. 

What lends much to the effectiveness 
of the tragedy as n whole. Is the fact 
that supporting him, Mr. Irving has two 
or three llr.it rate Japanese actors. The 
quaint style of these dlminutivo men 
makes the play realistic throughout. 

Harold Neville, ns Uenard Ueinsky, 



plays cleverly the part of the devil- 
may-care, cynical sort of person who is 
the unfortunate victim of circumstance. 
He was especially strong In the closing 
scene, when he forgives Takeramo, and 
acknowledges that Helene had loved 
him more. 

The third act is well planned. In 
this the Investigation scene, the role of 
the Judge happily fell to the lot of 
CIltTord Down. 

From the standpoint of dramatic 
structure, tho play is doubtless faulty 
in many places. This Is, however, not 
very noticeable except at the close of 
the last act. There is not sufficient 
action after Takeramo kills himself. In 
this one spot does the play seem weak 
and here alone.

Around the Bay of Fundy. the nasi 
water to the northwest of Nova Scotia, 
lie extensive tracts of alluvial land 
which have been rerlaimed from the 
sea by means of great dykes. When 

the French came to Xova Scotia early 
in the seventeenth century they found 

great areas ot bottom land along the 
banks of the streams emptying Into 
the Hay of Fundy, These lands were 
covered with water nt every tide. The 

French began reclaiming the kind by 

building dykes, and this work win 
continued by their English successors. 
The land thus made available for agri- 
culture, and culled "dyked marsh," con- 
tains In some Instances 80 feet of soil 
free entirely front stones. 

AN ALLUVIAL DEPOSIT. 

This soil is composed of Inorganic 
red mud brought in by strong tidal 
currents, of alluvial sediment consist- 
ing of the drainage of thu uplands, 
and of putrescent vegetable matter and 
Other particles deposited by the rivers 
(lowing Into the bay. Tho action of 
currents nnd the unceasing motion of 
ihe tides agitate, and disturb this mass, 
and thus dlffuso It equally on all sides: 
but nt the mouths of the rivers It ac- 
cumulates to n great thickness. The 
fresh waters there meet with the re- 
sistance) of tho ocean, and are In a 
great measure arrested In their pro- 
gress. During the temporary stagna- 
tion thus Created tho Insoluble inat- 
ler in the waters subsides rnpldly nnd 
forms a rich and deep bed. The water 
of the bay near these rivers Is not only 
discolored but actually turbid with the 
great Quantity of matter held In solu- 
tion. If one supposes that this process 
has continued for the L',000 years during 
which It Is calculated the globe has un- 
dergone no material physical revolu- 
tion, one con easily explain the ac- 
knowledged excellence of marsh soil 
when reclaimed from tho ocean. 

THOUSANDS OF ACHES RE- 
CLAIMED. 

These tracts ore equal, if not super- 
ior, in fertility to tho celebrated Scot- 
tish curses of Qowrie, Falkirk, and 
Stirling, and to the wuter-formed lands 
in England which border on the many 
rivers emptying themselves Into the 
number. There arc a great many thou- 
sand acres of this description In Nova 
Scotia, at Windsor, Newport, Fal- 
mouth, Horton, Cornwallls, Annapolis, 
Londonderry, nnd Parrsboro', and at 
the hend of the flay of Fundy seventy 
thousand acres In one body all of which 
have been won from the sea. and are 
prese rved from It now by regular lines 
of emhanltme-nl . 

GROWS MAGNIFICENT CHOPS. 

In its natural slate this land pro- 
duits a strong, coarse, aquatic grass, 
but when enclosed by dykes and well 
elruine'l It grows magnillcent crops of 
hay and grain. Hoot crops will grow 
in this soil, but not to the best ad- 
vantage. The tracts also afforel rich 
pasturage and are used for this pur- 
pose. The well-cultivated portions 
yield the usual upland English hay 
grasses, which become Very luxuriant 
but not rank, producing from two to 
three tons of the best of hay to the 
acre. In less well-drnlned places, 
coarse «russes grow, but these, too, 
are of good value. No fertlllze-rs of 
any sort are used, and the only culti- 
vation consists In an occasional plow- 
ing, on an average once In ten or fif- 
teen years, when a single crop of onts 
is grown, after which the land Is 
brought at once Into grass again. 
This system has been pursued on many 
of these- marsh farms for ISO \esrs 
When the soli has lost Its fertility bv 
exhn listing crops, its power* of produc- 
tion are renewed by letting In the salt 
water for two or three seasons. 

A LAND OF PLENTY. 

Tin' marshes are treeless, but are 
clothed nearly everywhere with grass- 
es In manv shades of green and brown, 
varvlng with the s.ason. with the 
light, and even with the winds. There 
nro no residences, hut scattered ove»r 
the region are numerous great hams, 
suggestive of plenty. Over all the 
country of the marshes hovers the 
e-hnrtn of n long nnd varied history. 
The visitor meets with many a re- 
minder of the picturesque, but ill-fateel 
regime of the ancient Acadian?.
